THE  BELLE — White  with  anemone 
cushion.  Makes  fine  sprays  and  works 
up  fine  in  any  kind  of  arrangement. 
This,  also,  should  be  in  every  collec¬ 
tion. 

BUCKINGHAM— The  only  single  we 
consider  worth  growing.  Its  fine  pink 
color  and  its  good  sized  blooms  and 
fine  texture  make  it  a  great  favorite. 
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
